LONE oí the Irish capitals, Cashel 

hears a name of Latin foot, The 
story of that stronghold is full of romance 
and strange glamour, It teems with 
names illustrious in Irish history—of 
Cormac, the king bishop, of Brian and 
Donough, of Saint Ailbe, and that Areh- 
bishop Maurice, who gave the witty retort 
to Gerald the Welshman. It was the 
centre of dynastic wars, and in the days 
of its glory it was enriched by -these

annals and modern historical writers, 
and has traced Cashel’s part in Irish and 
ecclestastical history from the days _ of 
OMilioll Olum down to the tragic seven- 
teenth century, adding some interesting 
pages on notabilities who lived near 
Cashel or visited it—O’Connell, who 
mustered a great gathering there in 1843; 
Dean Kinane, Dr. Lanigan, Michael 
Doheny and Scott, who sighted the ruins, 
and declared that he could travel no 
farther that day. 

The book is written in a warmly 
patriotic vein and a homely style. It is 
copiously illustrated with pictures of the 
princes of old hunting the boar (the artist 
hus given them modern bridles to their 
steeds), galloglasses, Irish weapons, coins 
and ornaments, and so on. There is 
ample room for books of this sort, written 
about all corners of our land in a fashion 
calculated to intensify popular interest 
in the past. Every home in the country- 
side around Cashel could possess this work 
to advantage. 

It must be said, however, that even an 
unambitious popular work ought to be 
revised by expert scholarship, both in 
manuscript and in proof. There are 
numerous errors throughout the volume. 
Some may be misprints, as when the Book 
of Rights is called Leabhar Ceart. Others 
are obvious faults of historical judgment, 
as when the old Celtic order is compared 
to a modern State with democratic elec- 
tions. The spelling of names is quite 
unsystematic. Drastic revision would

Miss Ella Young has retold for children 
the ancient favourite story of the Gobán 
Saor. She has introduced many curious 
incidents, however, which are strange to 
us—traditional fragments gathered from 
shanachies in Achill Island—and the whole 
is woven into a romantic fabric that 
fascinates like “The King of Ireland's 
Son.” The folklore atmosphere is main- 
tained with magical skill, and there is just 
a flavour of Irish idiom, rendering the 
writer’s simple English racy. 

A Russian artist, M. Boris Artzybasheff, 
has decorated the volume with pictures 
and incidental designs. His work is fu)! 
of curious interest ; for he has taken Celtic 
themes and interpreted them in his own 
weird, half-Oriental fashion. We repro- 
duce two of his pictures—one of which 
gives his conception of that wondrous 
palace, built by the master craftsman, and 
the other an encounter between Aine, the 
Gobán 's daughter-in-law, and a “Djinn 
out of Balor’s country’’—for Balor and

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THE war diary of the Emperor Frederick, 
á although it as ima with opera- 
tions in the field, is a valuable add 
to the materials for modern European 
history. The writer obviously was an 
honest and humane man; but, notwith- 
standing his dislike and distrust of 
Bismarck, he had no doubt that the entire

responsibility of the war was French: 
“15th July. Count Bismarck explained to 
us, without any of those jests and gibes 
he is usually so fond of, his views x 6 our 
relations with France, so that I now 
realised quite plainly that any concession 
for the sake of peace had become im- 

ssible.”’ He did not know all thé rami- 
ications of that dark, ruthless, and most 
subtle mind; but, as a soldier, he con- 
demned without qualification the policy 
of “frightfulness.”” ‘Bismarck has won 
for himself the reputation of being the 
instigator of all the. cruel envied we 
have, alas! been forced to carry out; 
occasion is certainly given for such sup- 
positions by the monstrous maxims and 
savage expressions one hears openly given 
utterance to here” (at army head: 
quarters). | 

The diary contains graphic pictures of 
the battles of Worth (at which the author 
was in command) and Sedan. The German 
commanders at Sedan had been quite 
ignorant, until his offer to surrender, that 
Napoleon JIJ. himself was present. ‘ His 
Majesty (the King of Prussia) was dis- 
cussing with Bismarck, Roon and myself, 
but hardly more than as a joke, the ques- 
tion what, granting the Emperor Napoleon 
really and truly fell inte our hands, was 
to be done with such a prisoner.”’ 

The most interesting portion, however, 
is the description. of fhe inauguration of 
the German Empire in the Hall of Mirrors 
at Versailles. Bavaria had vetoed the 
title, “ Emperor of Germany, and the 
Prussians were ill content with “ German 
Emperor.”’ Indeed, Bismarck’s plans were 
almost upset by the conservatism of the 
King. “In the greatest agitation he went 
on to say that he could not describe to us 
the despairing mood he was in, as he must 
bid farewell to the old .’russia, to which 
alone he clung and must always cling. At 
this point sobs and tears interrupted his 
words.” 

The scene of the proclamation glows with 
pride of race :— 

“After His Majesty had read aloud 
in the familiar fashion a short address 
to the German Sovereigns Count Bismarck 
came forward, looking in the grimmest of 
humours, and read out in an expression- 
less, business-like way, and without any 
trace of warmth or feeling for the occa- 
sion, the address to ‘The German People.’ 
At the words ‘Enlarger of the Empire’ I 
noticed a quiver stir the whole assemblage, 
which otherwise stood there without a 
word.” 

With all his kindness of heart, and 
although he generally counselled modera- 
tion and forbearance, Frederick cannot 
escape blame for the peace which was to 
make Europe an armed camp. After Sedan 
he writes: “France is henceforth for all] 
time our natural enemy, who will seek 
any and every alliance to avenge hersel! 
on.us; hence it is our imthediate task to 
weaken France in such a way that she can 
never again bring the enjoyment of peace 
into question.” The translation—as in 
this sentence—sometimes is a little am- 
biguous and clumsy; but, on the whole, 
Mr. Allinson has done his task com- 
petently.

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HE authors of a timely work named 
“ Security ’’ show a true apprecia- 
tion of the nature of the problem when 
they recognise that '' security is a state of 
mind.*** Modern nations have sought it in 
three ways: (1) By devastation; (2) en- 
circlement with buffer States, and (3) 
guarantee. The systematic laying-waste of 
the Lower Palatinate, by Louis XIV., in 
1689, was an example of the first, and 
Napoleon’s Confederation of the Rhine of 
the second. Post-war Europe has placed 
more reliance on the third—and—ethic- 
ally at least—superior, plan. It is noted 
that Article 10 of the League Covenant 
was the first general assurance of absten- 
tion from the main cause of war—the 
policy of extension. It was ‘‘ the initial 
movement from unilateral security to 
mutual security.” 

Mr. Bennett and Mr. Langermann do 
not confine themselves to the activities of 
the League of Nations, although these 
receive due attention. There is a review, 
as full as space permits, of the Washing- 
ton Conference and of the diplomatic rela- 
tions between the Allies and Germany 
before her entry into the Leaguo. 
Summaries are included also of the Soviet 
negotiations with the Border States, 
Germany and Turkey. “ The Locarno 
Symphony ” is treated in some detail. 
The authors hold that the success of 
Locarno justifies the most. sanguine ex- 
pectations of European peace. ‘‘A new 
period now has opened more hopeful in 
the eyes of peace-loving men and women 
than any which has preceded it.’’ 

A valuable supplement contains the 
texts of some of the principal relevant 
documents—the Draft Treaty of Mutual 
Assurance, the Protocol for the Pacific 
Settlement of International Disputes, and 
the Final Protocol of the Locarno Con- 
ference.

SERIES OF ROBBERIES. 
THREE YOUNG MEN SENT TO 
PRISON. 

i (BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

Three youths of about eighteen—John 
McKenna, cap maker, Watertord street; 
John Byrne, tailor, Carleton road, and John 
Merlehan, Janeville terrace, West road, 
Dublin—were charged on remand with break- 
ing into the locked-yp tobacco and con- 
fectionery shop, ‘‘ Totka Bridge House,” 
Drumcondra, the property of Mrs. Sarah 
Baker, between ó and 4 a.m. on February 
24th last, and stealing a gqwantity of 
cigarettes, tobacco and oxo cubes; with fore- 
ing open a slot machine, and stealing its 
contents. 

The prisoners were found on the premises 
by Guard 33 C, 

They were further charged with breaking 
into twenty private houses in the Croydon 
Park and Marino area during the past two 
months, and stealing property of the total 
value of £36 odd, and cash (including money 
taken from slot meters) amounting to £l 
odd. 

They were also charged with breaking and 
entering the spirit grocer’s shop, ‘* Clonturk 
House, ' Richmond road, and menting 
cigarettes, tea, port, bovril, sherry 
matches, valued at £15 odd. 

SOLICITORS’ PLEA. 

Each of the defendants, through his solici- 
tor, pleaded guilty to one or more of the 
charges, and consented to be dealt with by 
the Justice on those particular charges, 
rather than be returned for trial on all the 
charges. 

Mr, E. H. Burne (for Byrne) said that his 
client had been out of control, and had been 
brought up in Artane School; but he was 
now in employment, and his employer 
thought very highly of him. His father 
vould not undertake to keep a strict watch | 
over him. 

Mr, Brady (for McKenna) said that~his 
client had hitherto borne a very good 
character. He, too, had been brought up in 
Artane; but had not been sent there for any 
offence. : 

Mr. O'Brien said that his client Merlehan 
was getting a job shortly. There was no 
direct evidence against him on any of the 
charges, with the exception of the '' Tolka 
Bridge House ”’ case. 

Mr, Collins—If these men had gone for- 
ward, they would undoubtedly have got terms 
of penal servitude. Their legal advisers are 
acting very wisely indeed in taking this 
course. 1 shall say six months, with hard 
labour, in the cases of Byrne and McKenna, 
and three months, with hard labour, in the 
case of Merlehan. Some effort must be made 
to stop this thing. I think the police are 
uite right in having it promptly dealt with.

| DISTRICT JUSTICE AND

NO JURISDICTION TO HEAR 
THEM. 

In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Justice Little, an Important point, in- 
volving the District Court rules, arose on 
cases brought by the Attorney-General against 
persons who, it was alleged, had imported 
into the Free State articles of clothing with- 
out declaring that they wer liable to duty. 

Mr. Charles Bewley (instructed by Mr. 
Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s Office), prose- 
cuted. 

The cases had been before the Court, and 
stood adjourned to enable the Justice to 
satisfy himself in regard to doubts in his 
mind as to the legality of the procedure. . 

Mr. Little read a considered opinion, which 
occupied one hour and three-quarters in the 
delivery. He held that he had no jurisdic- 
tion to hear the cases. One of his conten- 
tions was that the cases should have come 
before him on information. 

On the application of; Mr. Bewley he 
agreed to state a case for the Superior Courts. 

Mr. Bewley asked the Justice to accept 
formal evidence, that in one of the cases an 
information was, before the issue of the 
summons, tendered to one of the Justices of 
the District Court, who refused to accept it, 
because he held that under the new rules of 
Court it was unnecessary. 

Mr. Little refused to accept the evidence ; 
because he held that it was irrelevant to the 
ease to stated, and, secondly, be- 
cause it was no part of the functions of a 
District Justice to advise an officer of a Go- 
vernment department as to the proper proofs 
in any case instituted by his department.

The Monroe Doctrine. 

One of the most interesting political 
situations of modern times is developing 
in Central America, where the so-called 
“ Banana Republics’’ are in more or 
less open revolt against the influence of 
the United States. A manifesto now has 
been issued in Mexico City by the 
“Bureau of the Union of Central and 
South America and the Antilles,’’ calling 
upon all good Latin-Americans to boycott 
United States goods, and to maintain a 
strict embargo so long as any soldier or 
sailor of the United States stands on the 


soil of a Latin. country: The manifesto 


also demands the abrogation of all those 
existing treaties which, it declares, have 
been imposed upon the Republics of Haiti, 
San Domingo, Nicaragua, Panama, Cuba, 
Pern and Bolivia. Mexico, of course, is 


the moving spirit in this campaign; but 


she is being supported strongly by several 


of the Central American States, notably 


by Nicaragua, where a revolution has 


been in progress for some months, despite 
the intervention of the United States. 


Mr. Coolidge’s Government seems to have 


been carrying the theory of the Monroe 


Doctrine rather too far. It has not 
hesitated to assert the rights of force over 
its puny neighbours South of the Rio 
Grande. The recent treaty with Panama, 
amounting to military annexation of that 
little State, was concluded virtually at 
the pistol’s point. It has caused much 
uneasiness among the more. important 
Republics of the Southern Continent, 
where Washington’s interpretation of the 
Monroe Doctrine is regarded with deep 
suspicion. 

The case of Nicaragua is even more 
significant. This little country, with its 
population of only 500,000 souls, is of 
vital importance to the United States, 


inasmuch as it contains within its territory 
the route of the alternative canal between 


the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, on which 
the United States secured an option in 
1914 at a cost of three million dollars. 
The deal was negotiated at a time when 
the Nicaraguan capital contained a United 
States legation guard of marines, which 
remained in the country until 1925, 
ostensibly for the protection of American 
life and property. In 1924 there was an 
election, when Carlos Solorzano was made 
President and Juan Sacasa Vice-President. 
These officers were recognised by Washing- 
ton, but as soon as the legation guard was 
withdrawn there was a revolution, result- 
ing in the deposition of Solorzano by 
General Chamarro and the enforced flight 
of Sacasa to Guatemala. Nobody recog- 
nised Chamarro, and after some further 
fighting he resigned last October, handing 
over his post to a man named Uriza. 
The Nicaraguan Congress then met and 
appointed Adolfo Diaz as First Designate 
for the Presidency. In November Diaz 
took office, and was recognised by the 
United States. Sacasa, however, who had 
been elected Vice-President at a popular 


election, claimed that he became President 
automatically as 


soon as Solorzano 
was deposed. .Consequently, when Diaz 
was recognised by Washington, the Liberal 
leader left Guatemala and tried to enter 
Nicaragua from the North. At this point 


the United States decided to intervene, 
and Admiral Latimer landed marines in 


Sacasa’s territory, which he promptly 
There, for 


Unfortunately for Washington’s am- 
bitions, there is a lion in the path of 
progress towards the South. Mexico bars 
the way. New vigour has been infused 
into the life of this remarkable State since 
Plutarco Elias Calles became its Presi- 
dent, and while he remains at the head 
of affairs the position of the United States 
in Central America never will be secure. 
Calles is a kind of inverted Mussolini, 
whose ruling passions are Socialism and 
hatred of the “gringo.” By strict enforce- 
ment of the 1917 Constitution he has 
succeeded in making matters exceedingly 
uncomfortable for United States citizens 
who have property in Mexico, and he 
has been mainly responsible for the grow- 
ing hostility to the Northern Republic in 
the South. The United States must have 
Mexican oil, Military conquest is out «f the 
question for many reasons, and Washing- 
ton’s policy seems to be the old method 
of economic encirclement. If Central 
America could be brought completely 
under the influence of the United States, 
Mexico’s position would become very diffi- 


cult—hence the interest of Washingion in 
‘Panama and Nicaragua. At the moment

Cities, Farms and Trees. 
The Dublin City Commissioners to- 
morrow will consider estimates for the 
supply of trees and shrubs. They are 


} required principally for the ornamenta- 


tion of Fairview Park—the reclaimed 
“sloblands.” When woody groves are 
planted on the bleak expanse from the 
road to the shelter of the railway embank- 
ment, that progressive neighbourhood will 
be enriched and beautified. The Com- 
missioners propose also to plant numbers 
of trees at other places within the city’s 
‘bounds. These places are not specified, 
but apparently no extensive new plant- 
ings are contemplated. There ought to 
be a substantial allocation of funds every 
year for the purpose of what may be 
termed urban afforestation. The grey 
severity of many of Dublin’s long streets 
would be touched with charm if trees 
were planted in the fashion observed in 
other great cities. Gloucester street, for 
instance, which is about to be thrown open 
by the connection with Sackville street to 
the general thoroughfare, presents to-day 
a particularly gloomy prospect. Trees 
planted on the side-walks would trans- 
form the appesrance of that spacious 
highway. Dublin’s need of trees is 
shared by the whole country. A corre 
spondent to-day propounds—perhaps, half 
in jest—a scheme for the reafforesta- 
tion of the Saorstát by the efforts of 
the National Army. His proposals re- 
garding the clothing of the Wicklow 
Mountains with woods are made, perhaps, 
without knowledge of the excellent work 
that is being carried out in County Wick- 
low by the Department of Lands and 
Agriculture. Already several of the 
hitherto barren glen-sides have been 
planted, and during the present winter an 
exceptionally large new area has been 
clothed with seedlings. No other county 
is so well served by State forestry as the 
Garden of Ireland; but this is because 
no other county offers such wide tracts 
of lands available for large-scale plant- 
ing. ‘The real problem lies in the stimu- 
lation of private planting. A deserted 
hillside here, a cut-over bog there, and a 
sandy warren elsewhere may be planted by 
the State or by local authorities; but the 
trees that Ireland chiefly needs are those 
shelter belts along the marches of farms 
and those pleasant plantations beside 
houses, from which our people seem to 
have taken an inexplicable aversion. 
The County Committees of Agriculture 
annually offer trees at so low a rate that 
a farm can be “ furnished ’’—as foresters 
say—for a five-pound note. How many 
farmers avail themselves of this means 
for the improvement of their land and 
the beautifying of the countryside? Now- 
adays, where planting is done, it is chiefly 
of quick-growing conifers. We are draw- 
ing near the day when elms and beeches— 
those lovely ornaments of landscape—will 
have become as scarce as already has be- 
come the oak. 


A Zoological Park. 


The late Sir Harry Johnston wished to 
see Achill Island established as a 
zoological garden, on the grand scale, for 
the then United Kingdom. His idea, 
which was thought to be fantastic, is to 
be realised now, not in-a remote corner 
of Ireland, but in the heart of England, 
within thirty-two miles of Regent’s Park. 
As we announced yesterday, the Zoologi- 
cal Society of London has purchased a 
property of some four hundred acres, mid- 
way between Tring and Luton,’ for the 
purposes of a wild bird sanctuary, a 
reserve for British fauna, a country home 
for the animals in the London “ Zoo,” 
and ultimately a great zoological paradise, 
The area is suited admirably for all these 
purposes. It lies on high ground, from 
which the contemplative camel and the 
ruminating buffalo will command a noble 
view of down-land; it is occupied by 
woods, rongh coppice and grass; and the 
steep slope lends itself to a development 
of the Mappin terrace plan on a large 
and natural scale. Here safe provision 
can be made, in the first instance, for all 
the harmless carnivora, and, at a later 
stage, as the Society hopes, for lions and 
tigers. The London “ Zoo’’ will be a 
gainer in many ways by this scquisition 
of fresh woods and pastures new. Its 
Secretary, Dr. Chalmers Mitchell, writing 
in The Times, says that its present area 
of less than forty acres has become in- 
adequate and is capable of only the 
slightest increase. Henceforward the 
numbers. of the hardier beasts at the 
‘‘Zoo’’ will be limited to such as can 
be shown “in the pink of condition and 
with a maximum of space.” The dupli- 
cates and the general stock will live in 
the new park, under the most natural 
conditions, with full opportunity for 
exercise and breeding. The London 
Society’s enterprise will find universal 
favour, since it accords with the steady 
growth of that humanitarian spirit which 
demands that the captivity of wild 
animals shall be mitigated by all possible 
means. Our Dublin “ Zoo,’’ poor in 
pence, cannot furnish its tenants with 
London’s luxuries, but its skill and kind- 
ness are surpassed nowhere in the world. 
It is notorious that lions destined to a 
captive birth prefer to be born in Dublin. 


Familiar Faces. 


The film censorship of Germany has 


forbidden the exhibition of a film entitled 
“Stormy Sitting in the Reichstag.” It 
seems that the photographer not merely 
had turned his camera upon a “ scene ” in 
Parliament, but had used the artist's 
privilege of selection. Ignoring the 
moments when reconciled depiities were 
apolegising to the Speaker, he reproduced 
only the liveliest incidents, with the result 


that the film showed the House as “a 


mass of sprawling and wildly gesticulating 
beings.” It has been suppressed as being 


derogatory to the dignity of Parliament | ,, 


and as “presenting mischievous persons 


with an opportunity of achieving further 
distortions by increasing or decreasing the 


speed at which the pictures were shown."

Srr,—I observe with sorrow that the very 

extravagant Government of this impoverished 

land proposes to spend next year £2,183,767 
on the Army, £233 526 on doles, and £57,040 
on forestry. Why should it not reverse these 
figures and spend £2,427,283 on forestry and 

7,040 on the Army? Would not a major- 
general make good as a forestry commis- 
sioner? Sergeants would make exceilent super- 
intendents; privates could be given titles like 
Seedsman' O Malley, Digger Jones. The uni- 
forms could remain unchanged, the dark green 
being most suitable to the new service.

The committee is 
to arrange that, when all the departments 
conce are marketing for one article. 
it shall be bought by one department for 
all, thus saving competition and increased 
cost. This line was pursued during the 
war in a number of instances, with cop. 
siderable advantage to the public purse, 
though it is- unlikely that the committee 
will secure any very considerable saving 
at first. Its establishment 18 a great 
advance towards setting up one purchase 
department for all national supplies. 


The League of Nations. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain, who will be 
accompanied by Viscount Cecil and a dis. 
tinguished staff from the Foreign Office, 
will leave Victoria on Saturday to attend 
the forty-fourth Council of the League of 
Nations. For the first time since Germany 
became a member of the League its 
Foreign Minister, Herr Stresemann, wil! 
preside, and the principal topic for dis 
cussion will be the occupation of the Saar 
Basin by the troops of France. A delicate 
position is likely to arise, because a sug- 
gested withdrawal of the French garrison 
certainly will be opposed by the French 
delegates. The Treaty of Versailles states 
that only local gendarmerie to maintain 
order may be established, though it als: 
‘says that provision may be made for the 
protection of persons and property. In 
the circumstances the discussions are 
bound to be interesting.

COLOGNE’S FRUGAL 
GAIETY. !

COLOGNE, Ash Wednesday. 

Yesterday Prince Carnival, drawn by an 
equipage of four white horses, drove 
through the streets of Cologne, thronged 
with hundreds of revellers, in gay and 
motley costume. Yesterday, and in the 
early hours of this morning, neither 
bribery nor accustomed patronage could 
procure admittance to the hotels and 
restaurants ; for, early in the evening, the 
doors were barred and bolted and only 
those provided with a special pass, issued 
by the management, might enter. Yester- 
day there was feasting and dancing, and 
much wine quaffed in honour of Bacchus. 
To-day is de- 
pressing by comparison. The placards in 
the restaurants and winter gardens, 
which formerly advertised a ‘‘ grosses 
Karnevalistisches Konzert’’ have given 
place to unalluring announcements such 
as the following: “ Ascher-Mittwoch, 
grosses Fischessen.’’ It was hardly sur- 
prising that the restaurants are almost 
untenanted, and, should some perverse 
streak lead you to enter their portals, you 
will not be efficiently served ; for how can 
a waiter who has enjoyed, perhaps, five 
hours’ sleep since Sunday remember the 
condiments and other accessories which 
your selection of viands may demand? 

During the past few. weeks, and 
especially on the three days preceding Ash 
Wednesday, all was forgotten save the 
necessity of throwing oneself nightly, 
heart and soul, into the carnival festivi- 
ties. Last year British troops were still 
in Cologne when carnival began, and only 
now have the Rhineland citizens oppor- 
tunity to fulfil a very long-felt wish—to 
celebrate carnival on a pre-war scale. A 
whole generation has, indeed, grown up 
without experiencing one true carnival, 
One is happy to note that in this years 
frenzied efforts to retrieve that which was 
lost, first through the war, and then 
through the occupation, not one word of 
resentment against our soldiers is ex- 
pressed. 

THE SPIRIT OF YOUTH. - 

To the average Briton, with his innate 
horror of making himself either con- 
spicuous or ridiculous, the carnival festi- 
vities do not, at first, appeal. Self-con- 
sciousness, however, is soon cast aside, and 
he will plunge, like the Rheinlander, inte 
the spirit of the season. He will, in all 
probability, find himself dancing with a 
partner whom he has never seen before 
and is unlikely to see again. From that 
moment the night and early morning will 
be spent in dancing and merriment. One 
will dance, not as in England, and some- 
times in Ireland, a little stolidly, because 
one has repaired to a ballroom for that 
specific purpose. The surroundings, the 
atmosphere, imbue one with the very 
spirit of youth, and to dance is all that 
anyone, unless he be cynic or stoic, could 
think of doing at that particular moment. 
‘“* Dulce est desipere in loco’’: in that 
phrase the people of Western Germany 
believe. Whether one %e a university 
graduate, versed in the humanities, or a 
poor reader of the classics murmuring the 
quotation but as a half forgotten tag, “ to 
context unassignable,’’ or whether one can 
merely repeat a paraphrase in Cologne 
patois, the result is much the same. 
Cologne is the one place, and carnival 
the one season, in which to play the fool 

To be sure, there are this year a few 
private citizens and many welfare 
societies who have agitated for the sup- 
pression of carnival festivities, on the 
ground that so much unemployment and 
misery are rife. Such people forget that 
the carnival season represents almost a 
livelihood to many and gives the slender 
resources of others a very necessary fillip. 
The ordinary staffs of waiters and 
attendants in the restaurants and hotels 
are unable to cope with the enormous 
increase of business at carnival time, and 
many temporary hands must be engaged. 
The shops also are so thronged that many 
proprietors are enabled to tide over other 
difficult periods and so to avoid what, in 
some cases, would amount to something 
very near bankrupfcy. It is true that 
the penniless vagabond, or State-subsi- 
dised unemplozed hardly can appreciate 
the aspect of revellers travelling at all 
hours of the night and morning in 
carnival costume from one ball to another. 
Yet if there were no carnival it is doubt- 
ful whether the money so saved would 
find its way into ‘the pockets of the 
deserving; and, as things are, many a 
poor beggar finds the equivalent of a florin 
tossed into his cr instead of the usual 
penny or two. 


OLD TRADITIONS SURVIVE. 

The poverty of sections of the labouring 
people is less evident in Germany to-day 
than the parlous condition of the academic 
classes. In Republican Germany many of 
the old traditions survive, but sheer 
necessity has brought about certain 
changes. At the best society ball during 
this year’s carnival, for instance, it was 
necessary to arrive provisioned with one’s 
own sandwiches, because those who are not 
industrialists or former princes of war 
‘‘ profiteers ’’ cannot afford to pay for a 
supper. So society, including the princes 
and “ profiteers,’’ has adjusted itself to 
the new conditions. In _ surroundings 
where, twenty years ago, very different 
scenes were enacted, Pierrot may be 
observed to munch his sausage-roll with 
equanimity. Occasionally, it is true, you 
will observe a wistful look in the eyes of 
Pierrette, If she be old enough, perhaps, 
she is thinking of the days that were 
before the inflation period and the social 
upheaval following Armageddon.

PARLIAMENT’S NEW 
STYLE. 
| —— 
TEXT OF THE MEASURE. 


Phe text of the Royal and Parlia- 
mentary Titles Bil, which was read a 
first time in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday last, was imsued yesterday. 

The measure, which is supported by 
the Secretary of State for the Dominions, 
and Colonies, has been made necessary by 
the recommendations of last year’s Im- 
perial Conference concerning the title of 
the King and the status of the Dominions. 

It is described officially as one “to pro- 
vide. for the alteration of the Royal style 
and titles and of the style of Parliament, 
and for purposes incidental thereto.’’ 

The bill consists of only three clauses, 
of which the following is the text :— 

Be it enacted by the King’s Most Ex- 
cellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal «.d Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows :— 

(1) It shall be lawful for His Most 
Gracious Majesty, by his Royal Pro- 
declaration, under the Great Seal of 
the Realm, issued within six months 
after the passing of this Act, to make 
such alteration in the style and titles 
at present appertaining to the Crown 
as to His Majesty may seem fit. 
Parliament shall hereafter be known 
as and styled the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, and. accord- 
ingly the present Parliament shall be 
known as the thirty-fourth Parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
instead of the thirty-fourth Parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

(2) In every Act passed, and public 
document issued after the passing of 
this Act, the expression “ United 
Kingdom ' shall, unless the context 
otherwise requires, mean Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 

(3) This Act may be cited as the 
Royal and Parliamentary Titles Act, 
1927. 


IMPERIAL CONFERENCE’S 
RECOMMENDATION. 

It may be recalled that the Imperial 
Conference proposed that, as a result of 
the establishment of the Irish Free State, 
the title of the King should be changed 
to ‘‘George V. by the Grace of God of 
Great Britain, Ireland, and the British 
Dominions Beyond the Seas, King, 
Defender of the Faith, Emperor of 
India,” the United Kingdom being 
omitted. 

It was announced recently that in 
giving effect to this suggestion it would 
also be necessary to alter the style of the 
Imperial ~-rliament.

QUESTIONS IN COMMONS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Griffiths asked the Prime Minister 
whether in future he would make it a 
condition of acceptance of office that no 
ex-Minister should be permitted, when 
writing articles for monetary considera- 
tions, to make use of information of a 
confidential character acquired during his 
period of office. 

Mr. Baldwin—I cannot attempt to pre- 
scribe rules which should govern the de- 
cisions of those who, in future times, 
might be called upon to form an Ad- 
ministration. The rules adopted by the 
Government have precluded the practice 
of journalism in any form, but this in- 
hibition has never extended to the author- 
ship of writings of an historical, scientific, 
philosophical or romantic character— 
(laughter)—of which there are numerous 
and respectable precedents. Informa- 
tion of a confidential character should 
never be used improperly by any person, 
and particularly by those who hold high 
office under the Crown. 


LITERATURE OR JOURNALISM? 

Mr. Ammon—May we take it that the 
Prime Minister condemns the action of 
one. of his colleagues, who has reflected 
upon a very high officer of the Admiralty 
by reason of statements he has made in 
the Press, and does he consider that to be 
literature or journalism ? 

Major Crawfurd asked whether the 
Prime Minister was aware that recently 
an official under one of his colleagues was 
fined a very large amount for a similar 
offence. Would the law officers of the 
Crown consider any case of an ex-Minister 
doing the same thing? 

Mr. Baldwin—I am sure they will con- 
sider any suitable case. With regard to 
what may or may not be in the book in 
question I should advise hon. members to 
purchase the book and read it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Ammon—May I ask whether that 
covers the contribution in The Times and 
not the book itself, in which the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer has already con- 
demned an admiral who gave gallant ser- 
vice in the war? 

At this point the Speaker intervened, 
and the question was not answered. 


THE BATTLE OF JUTLAND. 

Mr. Ammon asked the First Lord of 
the Admiralty whether he was consulted 
by Mr. Churchill as to the use of officia! 
documents commenting on the battle of 
Jutland, which were quoted in the extracts 
from his book, “ The World Crisis.”’ 

Mr. Bridgeman writes in reply that he 
is informed by his advisers that the author 
referred to has quoted no official docu- 
ments relating to the battle of Jutland, 
except such as have previously appeared in 
the volume of official despatches presented 
to Parliament in 1920, in the Admiralty 
narrative published in 1924, or in the 
volumes of “ The History of Naval Opera- 
tions’’ already published. In these cir- 
cumstances it was not necessary for the 
author to consult him as to their use.

From Ovr PARLIAMENTARY 
CoRRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The House of Commons was well filled 
this afternoon, members pouring in 
because of the debate on the Soviet Note, 
and expecting that the proceedings would 
be more or less exciting. In this, how- 
ever, they were disappointed. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, in his reply 
to criticisms, dealt first with Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald’s suggestion that we should 
put specific points to the Soviet Govern- 
ment and negotiate upon them. We had, 
he said, made many specific protests and 
had received no satisfaction from the 
Soviet Government. But what was really 
complained of was not an isolated act 
here and there, but a universal disregard 
of the primary object of the trade agree- 
ments. It was a deliberate fomenting 
of world revolution—a deliberate interfer- 
ence with the interna] affairs of other 
nations. These things were not only 
admitted, but boasted of by those con- 
cerned. The Soviet Government had been 
guilty of the very kind of conduct which 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, when Prime 
Minister . himself, said made diplomatic 
relations with Russia impossible. 

The policy of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment had been inspired by an earnest 
desire to make the peace of the world 
secure, and eliminate elements of disturb- 
ance and suspicion. A breach between 
us and the Soviet Government must have 
its reaction on other contries, and might 
have a very disturbing effect on the 
European situation. For that reason he 
had urged upon the Government to exer- 
cise patience and forbearance unde~ 
circumstances of the greatest provocation, 
such as we had never endured from any 
other country. But there were trials 
beyond which patience could not be 
carried. 

THE DEMAND IN RUSSIA. 

What they asked of Russia was that 
henceforth she should make her policy 
conform to the ordinary comity of nations, 
abstain from fomenting a world revolu 
tion, and from interference in our in- 
ternal affairs. A mere verbal acceptance 
of these conditions was not sufficient. It 
was to Russia’s acts in future that we 
must look to see whether there was to be 
any redress for this long series of out- 
rages, or whether the patience and for- 
bearance of His Majestys Government had 
been shown in vain, and it was no longer 
possible to continue it 

The Government, he added, must reserve 
to themselves the right to judge of the 
expediencg of any steps contemplated and 
the moment at which those steps should 
be taken. We have given the Soviet 
Government one more opportunity to 
conform their conduct to the ordinary rule 
of international life and conduct. 


THE DEBATE. 

The debate was initiated by Sir 
Archibald Sinclair on the report stage of 
the Civil Service vote on account. The 
hen. member, in moving the reduction of 
the vote by £100, confessed to a loathing 
for tyranny in any shape or form, but 
said that the question we really had to 
consider was whether it was in British 
interests to put an end to our relations 
with Russia. In his opinion it was not, 
and he quoted figures to show that our 
trade with Russia was well worth pre- 
serving and developing. 

Referring to a recent speech by Sir 
Robert Horne, he remarked that, if that 
right hon. gentleman really believed that 
the Soviet Government, as at present con- 
stituted, would ever cease to strive for 
world revolution, he was living-in a world 
of solitary illusion. , To sever relations 
with Russia would do more harm than 
good, and in this connection he paid a 
tribute to the reasonable attitude taken 
up by the Foreign Secretary. If ever, he 
said, the present Government was awarded 
laurels by posterity—which he doubted— 
it would be due to the direction of its 
foreign policy by Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain. 

“ CLEAR OUT THE REDS.”’ 

He quite understood why the diehard 
section of the Conservative Party were 
getting exasperated and were constantly 
asking: “Are we going to clear out the 
Reds ’’? They seemed to lose sight of the 
fact that the only result of clearing out 
the Reds would be the intensification of 
Bolshevist propaganda. He appreciated 
that the Foreign Secretary was in a fix 
when he sent his Note to the Soviet 
Government. He was torn between the 
dictates of his own better judgment and 
the dictates of a party that was being 
wagged by its diehard tail; but, i. the 
right hon. gentleman continued on his 
own lines, he would dam the stream of 
propaganda and accelerate the deliverance 
of Russia from Bolshevism. 


DISAPPOINTED HOPES. 


Sir Robert Horne said that whilst he 
was not ashamed of the effort he made 
towards better relations with Russia in 
1921, by effecting the trade agreement, it 
was rather humiliating to have to admit 
that everything he hoped for had failed 
to materialise, and everything he believed 
in had ended in disappointment. 

He had constantly advocated a restrained 
attitude in our dealings with Russia, and 
had been opposed to any sudden breaking 
off of our trade relations with that 
country ; but, he asked, “ how long are we 
to show patience?” It seemed to him 
that we had reached the limits of endur- 
ance when we saw what was going on in 
connection with the Russian agitation 
against us in China. Russian money was 
being distributed in China for anti-British 
propaganda, and the Soviet Government 
were supplying munitions of war for use 
in China. “No one,” continued Sir 
Robert, “ can say that I have ever been a 
die-hard.”’ 

Mr. Jack Jones—No, you are only a lie- 
hard. (Labour laughter and Ministerial 
eries of “ Withdraw.”) 

The Speaker sternly told Mr. Jones that 
he must either withdraw the expression or 
leave the House. Mr. Jones withdrew his 
remark, and Sir Robert Horne, continuing 
his speech, said that in his judgment much 
greater injury would accrue to the cause 
of peace and reconstruction in Europe by

THE “BONA-FIDE” EVIL, 


In securing the Dail’s acceptance of the 
split-hours clause of the Liquor Bill, Mr. 
O’Higgins scored a tactical victory that 
will not be either easily. or creditably re- 
versed on the Report stage of the bill. 

Yesterday, having failed to secure the 
Chamber’s approval of his proposal that 
there should be a complete abolition of the 
bona fide traffic on Sundays in exchange 
for a uniform 2 p.m.-5 p.m. opening, he 
succeeded in winning its consént to the 
proposal that the hours for the traffic 
should be from 1 p.m. to 7 p.m., or, in 
summer time, 1 p.m. to 8 p.m. 

This suggestion was adopted on the 
understanding that at a later stage de- 
puties would be free to move for a varia- 
tion of these hours, and the Minister sacri- 
ficed the Liquor Commission's recom- 
mendation that the existing mileage limits 
for bona fide travellers should be ten miles 
from county boroughs and six elsewhere. 

A long discussion took place on the 
Minister's bid for the abolition of the 
bona fide. As the discussion developed it 
became clearer that the proposal found not 
the slightest favour with deputies, with, 
perhaps, the solitary exception of Mr. Sean 
MacOnurtin, a member of the Government 
Party. 

The Minister observed that public 
opinion did not seem to be ripe for the 
change. On the one hand were the 
people who appeared to be opposed to any 
restriction of drinking facilities, and on 
the other—and not less obstinate in their 
view—the people who shrank from the 
lesser evil of a uniform opening. 

To those people he said that he, per- 
sonally, could not envisage “the dry 
Sunday,” and he did not think that any 
Government could bring in such a pro- 
posal and snrvive. Since, however, the 
Chamber had declined to accept the 
lesser of two evils, he saw no alternative 
but to take another slice out of the exist- 
ing bona fide hours and make them 1 p.m. 
to 7 p.m. (1 p.m. to 8 p.m. in summer 
time), as he had promised on second 
reading. 

THE DISTANCE. 

The bill proposes that the existing mile- 
ago for bona fide travellers should be in- 
creased from five miles to ten miles for 
the county boroughs, and from three miles 
to six miles for the rest of the Saorstat. 
Captain Redmond moved an amendment to 
retain the existing mileage. The Minister 
pointed out that the proposal in the bill 
was based on the Liquor Commission’s 
report, but said that, as there were many 
considerations for and against it, he pro- 
posed to leave it to a free vote of the 
House. A division was challenged on 
Captain Redmond’s amendment, but be- 
fore it could be taken Mr. O’Higgins signi- 
fied his willingness to accept it. The 
existing bona fide mileage accordingly re- 
mains. 7 

The House then took up consideration of 
the automatic endorsement clause, as 
modified by the Minister's amendment, 
and a decidedly interesting discussion was 
developing when the House rose until to- 
day. Mr. O'Higgins announced his deci- 
sion of making his modified clause a 
matter of confidence, involving the re- 
signation of the Government.

SEARCH FOR BODIES 
CONTINUES. 


President Cosgrave has received from 
Mr. Baldwin the following reply to the 
message of sympathy with those who hgve 
been bereaved by the mining disasters at 
Cwm and Bilsthorpe, which he sent to the 
Prime Minister on Wednesday last :— 

“On behalf of my colleagues and myself 
I wish to convey to you our sincere thanks 
for your message of sympathy on the re- 
cent colliery disasters in this country, 
which will, 1 am sure, be greatly appreci- 
ated here, particularly by those who have 
suffered such grievous loss in these 
calamities.”’ 

CLEARING THE FALLS. 
SpectaL TELEGRAM. 
CWM, Thursday Night. 

This evening there were nine bodies still 
to be recovered from the Black Vein dis- 
trict of the Marine Colliery, Cwm, the 
scene of the Monmouthshire colliery dis- 
aster early on Tuesday morning. One of 
the rescuers expressed the view that three 
of the bodies would be recovered to- 
morrow, but said that the other bodies 
were under such a heavy fall that it was 
doubtful if all would be got out for several 
more days. This afternoon a party com- 
prising Mr. Walker, Chief Inspector of 
Mines ; Captain Carey, Divisional Inspec- 
tor of Mines for Wales, two representa- 
tives of the Ebbw Vale Company, and two 
of the miners’ representatives began an 
official examination of the pit. Their in- 
spection of the Black Vein lasted for over 
five hours, and they returned to the top 
for tea. 

Captain Carey said afterwards that the 
examination had not been ended, and that 
the inspection would be continued to-night. 
No further bodies had been recovered. Mr. 
McVickers, who was in charge of the party, 
said that the work of clearing away the 
falls was making good progress, but the 
workmen were considerably hampered by 
large pockets of gas. i 

Pathetic scenes marked the removal o 
the bodies of the men got out to-day to 
their homes. Little groups of people 
watched these last home-comings, the 
men bare-headed and many of the women 
in tears. 

The inguest on the only body, that of 
J. Robinson, recovered from the Bils- 
thorpe pit flooding disaster, in which 
fourteen men lost their lives on Tuesday, 
will be held at the pithead to-day. 

The water in the shaft is being 
gradually reduced, and is now stated to 
be less than 100 feet deep. There will be 
no official investigation until the bodies 
have all been recovered. 

Sir Rowland Blades, the Lord Mayor of 
London, has opened a fund for the relief 
of the widows, orphans and dependents of 
the victims of the colliery disasters. In 
his appeal the Lord Mayor said that he 
is sure he will have the warm and 
sympathetic support of the citizens of 
London and the charitable community 
throughout the country. The hearts of 


the public must go out in deep sympathy | 


to the poor families thus suddenly 
plunged into misery and poverty by the 
‘death of their bread-winners. The 
Daily Mail has subscribed two thousand 
guineas to the fund.

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THE SOVIET 
AGGRESSION. 


A CLEAR WARNING, 
ea Sonne 


In a leading article upon the debate on 
Russia in both Houses of Parliament. yester- 
day, The Times remarks :—‘‘In Parliament, 
at any rate, there is plainly general] agreement 
among the parties that Soviet interference 
with our affairs is inadmissible. The diffi- 
culty, therefore, of those Opposition speakers 
who discussed Sir Austen Chamberlain’s Note 
to Moscow was to discover any point to which 
they could really object. Mr. Macdonald, 
after a preliminary display of constitutional 
professions, took refuge from what must 
have been to him a painful ordeal in a num- 
ber. of artificial debating points and some 
witticisms that hardly suit his earnest style. 
No one, indeed, has greater reason than he to 
dislike the Bolshevist organisation, which 
treats him personally with contumely, and is 
constantly engaged in an effort to 
undermine his own party from “within. 
The Liberal speakers, on the other 
hand, tried to divert attention to the 
advantages of trade with Russia. Sir 
Archibald Sinclair, for instance, compared 
the growth of our trade with Russia in re- 
cent years with the decline in our trade with 
China. He failed to draw the obvious con- 
clusion which strengthens the Case for Sir 
Austen Chamberlain’s protest. Our trade with 
China is declining because of the agitation 
against us that is being fostered by the Bol- 
shevists. A slight increase in trade with 
people who are at the same time busily trying 
to destroy our trade throughout the world 
and whose activities throughout the past year 
have been most disagreeably reflected in our 
recent trade returns, is hardly an argument 
for glossing over their blatant and persistent 
hostility. 

BOLSHEVIST AGGRESSION. 

Referring to Sir Austen Chamberlain’s ex- 
planation of why the Government does not 
break with the Bolshevists, The Times pro- 
ceeds :—His reason is the very practical and 
sensible consideration that the Govern- 
ment for a long time past have 
been patiently working for the 
establishment of peace in Europe, and to that 
end have been trying to remove occasions for 
conflict in many parts of Europe. A good 
deal has been done, but a condition of unrest 
prevails in Eastern Europe. Many delicate 
questions are in the balance, and a sudden 
break with Soviet Russia might cause in 
Europe a shock of which the consequences 
would not easily be foreseen. These are 
serious considerations, and just as British 
opinion has taken son . time to realise in the 
measure illustrated in yesterday’s debates the 
true character of the Soviet danger to our- 
selves, so, it may be, the various countries of 
Europe are slow in apprehending the constant 
danger of the Bolshevist form of aggression 
to that European peace which is being 
gradually organised. At any rate, as far as 
this country is conceriucd, there need be no 
illusion. The Bolshevist leaders have re- 
ceived a clear warning from the British 
Government, and it is for them to justify 
themselves before Great Britain and before 
Europe.

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BELFAST STEAMERS TO BE 


TRANSFERRED TO HEYSHAM. 

It was reported in Fleetwood yesterday 
that the London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way have decided to transfer their Fleet- 
wood-Belfast steamers from Fleetwood to 
Heysham, the Morecambe Bay port. The 
steamers and the work of handling the 
cargoes, says the Daily Mai, employ more 
than 700 men at Fleetwood. Heysham 
Harbour was built at a cost of £3,000,000 by 
the old Midland Railway Company, and was 
opened in 1904. Sir Josiah Stamp, President 
of the railway company, in a message to 
Morecambe, says: It is proposed to concen- 
trate the services in due course, and the ships. 
will sail from Heysham, thus affording 
greater facilities for the development of other 
activities at Fleetwood.

PENDINE, CARMARTHEN- 
SHIRE, Thursday. 

Mr. J. G. Parry Thomas, who was re- 
cognised throughout the wrold as one of 
the greatest racing motorists of his time, 
was killed to-day when travelling at a 
speed of 180 miles an hour in his attempt 
to recapture the world’s motor speed re- 
cord. His mutilated body now lies in the 
little garage, from which an hour before 
the tragedy he set out with his famous 
racing car, “ Babs,” so full of hope and 
confidence. 

It was about 12.30 when “Babs,” with Mr. 
Parry Thomas seated in the cockpit, was 
pushed out on to the sands. Three- 
quarters of an hour later the car lay a 
mass of wreckage on the sunlit sands, and 
spectators who had but a distant view of 
the accident shuddered when they heard 
the dread news that the great motorist had 
met with instantaneous death. 

This terrible drama of the sands was 
enacted so suddenly and swiftly that for 
a few seconds everyone appeared stupefied. 
Mr. Parry Thomas had made two runs 
each way of the course, and had completed 
the outward mile on his third attempt. 
He was about to enter the measured mile 
on the return journey when a cry of 


of the course. The car was seen to quiver 
as if struck by some unseen giant hand. 
It turned completely over, righted itself, 
burst into flames, and then, like some 
crazy contraption, whizzed backwards on 
three wheels for a distance of nearly a 
quarter of a mile. It came to a stand-still 
and lay on its side, with flames licking 
around it. 
POOR PARRY. 

Mr. L. Callingham, a racing expert, and 
Mr. Jock Pullen, a mechanic, both per- 
sonal friends of Mr. Parry Thomas, were 
among the first to dash to the scene of the 
tragedy. 
Parry, came the cry from Mr. Calling- 
ham, and the words struck terror in the 
hearts of those who only a minute before 
had seen .Mr. Thomas flash by. Mr. 
Pullen, seeing his master being charred 
as he sat in the driver’s seat, moaned: 
“We cannot leave him there,” and utterly 
regardiess of danger joined with Mr. 
Callingham in facing the flames and mak- 
ing heroic efforts to reach Mr. Thomas. 
“The sight which met my eyes as we 
reached the car was too awful to describe,’ 
Mr. Callingham said afterwards. —“ Poor 
Parry was hanging half out of the car 
almost decapitated, and I saw we could 
do nothing for him. It was only Pullen’s 
gallant efforts that spurred us on to get 
him out of the burning wreckage. We 
pulled him free and placed him on the 
sand, but I could not stand the sight any 
longer. To think that only a few minutes 
before Parry had set out on his final 
journey, feeling confident that he was 
about to achieve his ambition of regaining 
the honour which Captain Campbell had 
wrested from him. The picture will never 
be effaced from my mind.”

course still fluttered forlornly. Men, 
overcome with grief, raised their hats, and 
women gave way to tears. The tender 
made its way carefully up the ramp which 
had been built for the racing cars to gain 
access from the shore to the beach.

“ Babs,’” during the three days he had 
been waiting for favourable weather condi- 
tions. There the body remains awaiting 
the inquest, which is expected to be held 
to-morrow. 

Later in the afternoon all that is left of 
‘* Babs!’ was dragged to the very spot on 
the beach from which it had started out 
in the morning. Here it remains. There is 
a suggestion that it would be a fitting end 
to “ Babs’ ” wonderful career that it should 
be left to the mercy of the waves. Pro- 
vided that Mr. Thomas s partner agrees, 
the wreckage will be towed over the sands 
at low tide to-morrow morning to the spot 
where her driver met his death.

Mr. Thomas was a sick man when he 
arrived at Pendine on Monday. He 
should have made his attempt on February 
14, but was then suffering from influenza. 
It was obvious that he had not recovered 
from this attack. Indeed, he said yester- 
day that he had been confined to bed for 
four days before leaving London, and le 
admitted that he had spent a great déal of 
his time confined to bed at Pendine. “ My 
doctors did not want me to take the risk,” 
he said, “but I felt that I must go down 
to get back that which I had lost. I came 
down on Monday by road, and it was only 
after I had been driving a few miles that 
I realised how much my illness had under- 
mined my health. I felt I should have to 
abandon the idea of reaching Pendine, and 
would have to stop at Oxford. I pushed 
on, however, and eventually completed the 
journey at nightfall.”

EVIDENCE AT INQUIRY. 


The British Ministry of Transport’s inquiry 
was opened at Sheftield yesterday into the 
accident on Sunday evening last at Penistone 
Railway Station, when the Manchester to 
L.cndon express train ran into a light engine, 
injuring tuirty-eight passengers. 

Fireman E. Gowden, who was on the light 


engine, said that they arrived at Penistone. 


at 5.52. ‘‘ A shunter,” said the witness, 
“advised us to take the train from the up 
platform over the crosover road, and then 
draw into the down platform. This we did.” 
After describing various signals received from 
the signalman, and the turning of the engine 
at the turntable, the witness said: ‘‘ It- did 
not strike me at the moment that the engine 
was in its wrong position. The driver said to 
me, “He's put us here, but I don’t know 
what for.’ I saw the express approaching, 
ten yards away. Our engine was crawling. 
When I shouted to the driver I jumped out 
of the engine.”’ 

Signalman Fillingham, who was asked why 
he moved the light engine in front of the 
express train, replied: “I did not have the 
express reported until the engine got ‘across 
on to the up main line.” Proceeding, he 
said that he concluded that the light*thgine 
had gone clear while he was attending the 
telephone, and he accepted the up “ fast.” 
Had he received the advice of the etpress 
before the shunting operation, he would never 
have shunted the light engine, but would 
have kept it on the turntable.

On the other hand. in cases like County 
Clare, they were not going to force. the 
pace.

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ENGLISH PRAYER BOOK 
REVISION. 
BISHOP OF NORWICH ON 
“ VOICELESS FEELING.” 


From THE Press ASsociaTION’s SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT. 
NOWIUH, Thursday Evening. 
The Bishop of Norwich gave me an inter- 
view this evening, when I called upon him to 
learn his views regarding the replies re- 
cently sent by the Archbishops of Canter- 


The 
Bishop said :—' I entirely agree with the 
statement that we need greater reality and 
variety in our worship, and that it is natural 
that additions should, after two hundred and 
fifty years, be made to the form of public 
worship. 

“Reference is made to the quieter folk 
who support the Book being . frequently 
silent when opponents are. voiceful. Twelve 
years .ago in Convocation [| myself “used 
almost exactly the.same phrases. spoke of 
the people who were rather voiceless, who 
belonged to no special party, had no organ 
to express their views, and .had not received 
quite as much consideration as the touching 
appeal of their silent feeling really doe 
manded, I was urging that these persons 
deserved the utmost consideration. I was, 
however, suggesting that they were averse 
from such an alternative Service of Holy 
Communion. — I -still think that the greater 
number of the people belonging to no party 
dislike the Holy Communion 
the’ range of Prayer Book revision. 

“There is, however, naturally, room 
for two opinions upon the attitude of those 
who do not express themselves on this sub- 
ject. One cannot dogmatise upon the 
opinions of the silent; one can a watch 
their actions and judge. 

" Accurate comparisons of. the number of 
supporters and opponents of the new Book 
are impossible; but one thing is certain, that 
tens of thousands of people are against the 
new Book being introduced in its entirety. 
{ doubt whether the opposition to the new 
Prayer Book could by anyone be reasonably 
characterised just as partisan. Some of. the 
protest is of a party die, Some is not, 
for it is reasoned and thoughtful. 

‘I may add that I ended my speech in 
‘Convocation with the words that we were 
bound to make quite sure that the mind 
which actuated us was one which dealt not 
so much with passing and changing phases 
of earthly opinion, but was filled through 
and through with the spirit of love and unity. 

‘The plan of alternative Service of the 
Holy Communion could scarcely promote a 
sense of love and unity. Years have gone 
by, but I think those words. of mine dealt, 
and deal, with fundamentals.” .,_ .

MINERS’ LEADERS AND

The question was discussed by the Miners’ 
Executive yesterday. There was no official 
statement as to he policy they intend to 
pursue, but the attitude of the majority of 
the Executive towards Mr. Hodges has báis 
revealed on previous occasions, and there is 
no doubt that at the Berlin meeting they will 
table a motion through the British delegates 
challenging the position of Mr. Hodges. <A 
few weeks ago Mr. A, J. Cook, the miners’ 
Secretary, made a speech in which he said 
that Mr. Hedges had been well rewarded for 
ge the coal-owners and the Government, 
and advocating longer working hours for the 
miners, and now that ne had received a Go- 
vernment post he ought to leave the miners 
movement. The campaign of hostility to Mr. 
Hodges began when he told the miners they 
would be well advised to face the economic 


facts of fhe industry and make a settlement 


while the terms offered to them were as good 
as could be expected under the existing con- 
ditions. That advice was ridiculed and re- 
jected, and as Mr. Hodges prophesised the 
miners had to go back on terms which were 
much less favourable than those originally 
proposed. 


A COMPETENT OFFICIAL. 


Mr. Cook and his supporters on the British | 


Executive left no stone unturned to obtain 
the resignation or dismissal of Mr. Hodges 
as secretary of the International, even 
threatening that the British Federation would 
cease to pav its affiliation fees to the Inter- 
national and its proportion of the salary paid 
to Mr. Hodges. The British miners’ leaders 
were, however, out-voted by the Continental 
miners, who fully realised the value of Mr, 


Hodges, and saw no sufficient reason for de- 


priving the International of a well-qualified 
and competent official. Mr. Hodges does not 
at present propose to oblige Mr. Cook and 
the rest of his critics by resigning. His 
membership of the Central Electricity Board 
is only a part-time post at a salary of £700 
a year, and as the other members of the 
Board, apart from the Chairman, are not 
giving up their other commercial and indus- 
trial activities, he sees no reason why he 
should tender his resignation unless the de- 
mands made upon his time by the work of 
the Electricity Board increase. 

If the British Miners’ Executive force the 
issue, they will probably be defeated. There 
is a ruJe of the Miners’ International which 
lays it down that the secretarysnip shall be a 
full-time post, and that the secretary shall 
not become a member of Parliament or hold a 
Government post. It is under this rule that 
Mr. Cook and other British miners’ leaders 
hope to press home their attack on Mr. 
Hodges. 

It is a matter for argument, however, 
as to whether membership of the Central 
Electricity Board is a Government post in 
the strict meaning of the term, and the 
Continental miners’ leaders will, no. doubt, be 
prepared to give a wide and generous inter- 
pretation to the rule. 


WIFE’S SOBS IN COURT. 
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EX-POLICE INSPECTOR SUED 
FOR MAINTENANCE. 


“ He has put such wounds in my heart that 
they cannot be healed,’’ sobbingly declared a 
wife in a maintenance case heard before Judge 
Wyse-Power yesterday.

OPPOSED TO VOLUNTARY 
PANEL AMENDMENT. 


A conference of women’s societies, which 
met in Dublin on Monday last, passed the 
following resolution :—‘‘That this conference, 
representative of women voters, is strongly 
opposed to the princivle of a voluntary panel 
for women jurors, as proposed by the Craiz 
amendment, which is about to be incorpor- 
ated in the Juries Bill, and urges all deputies 
to vote against, it.” 

It was the opinion of the conference that 
the implication that only avnormal women 
were prepared to serve upon @ jury, was 4 
stigma upon women, an! that the vall for 
volunteers would lay an unfair burden upon 
the conscientious woman. It was also held 
that the interests of justice demand that 
when a woman or a child is either prisoner, 
plaintiff, defendant, or principal witness, as 
in cases of infanticide, seduction, or assault, 
mixed juries should be formed, and that this 
necessity calls for a much wider measure 
than that proposed.
